The common earthworm, despised by 
p an and heedlessly trodden underfoot, 
fulfills a part in nature that would seem 
incredible but for the faots revealed by 
the patient f nd long continued researches 
of Darwin. “ Worms,” says Darwin, 
«‘have played a more im portant part in 
the history of the world than most per­ 
sons would at first suppose.” Let us 
follow Darwin and see how this appar­ 
ently insignificant creature has changed 
the face of nature. We will first consider 
the habits and mode of life of the earth­ 
worm. As every one knows, the worms 
live in burrows in the superficial layer 
of the ground. They cqj) live anywhere 
In a layer of earth, provided it retains 
moisture, dry air being fatal to them. 
They can, on the other band, exist sub­ 
merged in water for several months. 
They live chiefly in the superficial mold 
lees than a foot below the surface, but 
in long continued dry weather and in 
very oold seasons they may burrow to a 
depth of eight feet. 
The burrows are 
lined by a thin layer of earth, voided 
by the worms, and end in small cham ­ 
bers in which they can turn round. 
The burrows are formed partly by 
pushing away the earth, but chiefly by

the worm castings. Iu this case the 
worm obta’ns food and at the sam« 
tim e excavates Its burrows. 
In addition to the food thus obtained 
half decayed leaves are dragged into the 
burrows, mainly for food, but also to 
plug the months of the burrows for the 
sake of protection. Worms are also fond 
of meat, especially fat. They will also 
eat the dead bodies of their relatives. 
They are nocturnal in habit, remaining, 
as a rule, in the burrows during the day 
and coming out to feed at night. 
The earthworm has no eyes, but ii 
affected by strong ligbt if exposed to it 
for some time. It has no sense of hear­ 
ing, but is sensitive to the vibrations of 
sound. 
The whole body is sensitive to 
touch. 
There appears to be some sens« 
of smell, but this is limited to a certain 
articles of food, which are discovered 
by the worm when buried in earth, iu 
preference to other bodies not relished. 
The worm aopears to have some degree 
of intelligence from the way la w-sc« 
it draws the leaves into its burrows, al­ 
ways judging which is the best end to 
draw them in by. This is remarkable in 
so lowly organized an animal, being a 
degree of intelligence not possessed b> 
many animals of more complex organi­ 
zation. 
For instance, the ant c-ax often 
be seen dragging objects along traverse)y 
instead of taking them the easiest way, 
As we have seen, vast quantities of 
earth are 
continually being 
passed 
through 
Vwliesof worms and voided 
on the surface as castings. When it is 
stated that the number of worms in an 
acre of ordinary land suitable for them 
to live in is 58,000, we can imagine the 
great effect which they must have on 
the soil. 
They are, in fact, continually plow­ 
ing the land. At one part of the ali­ 
mentary canal of the worm is a gizzard, 
or hard muscular organ, capable of 
grinding food into fine particles. 
It is 
this gizzard which is the main factor in 
triturating the soil, and it is aided by 
small stones swallowed with the earth, 
which act as millstones. 
In 
consequence 
of 
the 
immense 
amount 
of 
earth continually being 
brought to the surface by worms it is 
not difficult to understand how objects, 
such as stones, rocks, etc., lying on the 
Burface will iu course of time l>eeomo 
gradually buried in the ground. Owing 
to the burial of stones and other objects 
by the action of worms, ancient monu­ 
ments, portions of Roman villas and 
other objects of antiquity have been pre- 
served. 
These have been 
gradually 
bnried by the worms and so preserved 
from the destructive effect of rain and 
wind. Many Roman remains were stud­ 
ied by Darwin, and traces of the ao 
tion of worms found, to which action 
thoir preservation was mainly due. The 
Sinking of the foundations of old build­ 
ings is due to the action of worms, and 
no building is safe from this unless the 
foundations are laid lower than the 
level at which the worms can work— 
namely, about eight feet below the sur-

In this case the 
worm obtains food and at the same 
tim e excavates it# burrows. 
In addition to the food thus obtained 
half decayed leaves are dragged into the 
burrows, mainly for food, but also to 
plug the mouths of the burrows for the 
sake of protection. Worms are also fond 
of meat, especially fat. They w ill aLo 
eat the dead bodies of their relatives. 
They are nocturnal in habit, remaining, 
as a rule, in the burrows during the day 
and coming out to feed at night. 
The earthworm has no eyes, but is 
affected by strong light if exposed to it 
for some time. It has no sense of hear­ 
ing, but is sensitive to the vibrations of 
sound. 
The whole body is sensitive to 
touch. 
There appears to be some sense 
of sm ell, but this is lim ited to a certain 
articles of food, which are discovered 
by the worm when buried in earth, in 
preference to other bodies not relished. 
The worm aopears to have some degree 
of intelligence from the way in which 
it draws the leaves into its burrows, al­ 
ways judging which is the best end to 
draw them in by. This is remarkable in 
so lowly organized an animal, being a 
degree of intelligence not possessed by 
many animals of more complex organi­ 
zation. 
For instance, the ant eau often 
be seen dragging objects along traverse Iy 
instead of taking them the easiest way. 
As we have seen, vast quantities of 
earth are 
continually being 
passed 
through the bodies of worms and voided 
on the surface as castings. When it ii 
stated that the number of worms in an 
acre of ordinary land suitable for them 
to live in is 68,000, we can imagine the 
great effect which they must have on 
the soil. 
They are, in fact, continually plow­ 
ing the land. At one part of the a li­ 
mentary canal of the worm is a gizzard, 
or 
hard muscular organ, capable of 
grinding food into fine particles. 
It is 
this gizzard which is the main factor in 
triturating the soil, and it is aided by 
small stones swallowed with the earth, 
which act as millstones. 
In 
consequence 
of 
the 
immense 
amount 
of 
earth continually being 
brought to the surface by worms it is 
not difficult to understand h<»w objects, 
such as stone#, rocks, etc,, lying on the 
surface w ill in course of time becoom 
gradually buried in the ground. Owing 
to the burial of stones and other objects 
by the action of worms, ancient monu­ 
ments, portions of Roman villas and 
other objects of antiquity have been pre­ 
served. 
These 
have been 
gradually 
buried by the worms and so preserved 
from the destructive effect of rain and 
wind. Many Roman remains were stud­ 
ied by Darwin, and traces of rite ac­ 
tion of worms found, to which aotiou 
their preservation was mainly due, lh® 
sinking of the foundations of old build­ 
ings is du« to the action of worms, and 
no building is safe from this unless the 
foundations are laid 
lower than the 
level at which the worms can work— 
namely, about eight feet below the our

the growth of seedling*. By their agency 
the soil is periodically sifted aud expos

Wanton Slaughter by Hunter* Iu the Jack 
non H ole C ountry. 
The American Field jumps upon the 
foreigners who come to the United 
States, seek out those localities where 
moat of the big game is to be found, 
and tiien lay themselves down to tbs 
work of slaughtering it with riflea A 
fay clite resort of these game batchers 
is the Teton basin. Here are found elk, 
deer and antelope, which are being kill 
cd off rapidly. 
The Teton basin, Jack 
son’s Hole, is much lower than the Na 
tional Yellowstone park, and mnoh of 
tho big game migrates south to it, as a 
warmer climate is to be found in the 
valley. It is here that the hunters from 
abroad congregate, and in spite of the 
Wyoming state lawR kill game wanton­ 
ly. If these mon would kill a couple of 
heads of each kind, taking care of the 
meat, and following up wounded game, 
little or i#> objection would be made. 
These hunters, some of whom are 
Americans, pass through the National 
park tm their way home with wagon 
loads of skins and horas. 
The law in 
relation to transporting game reads 
that ‘‘possession within tho park of the 
dead bodies or any part thereof of any 
wild bird or animal shall be prima fa 
cie evidence that the person or persons 
having the same are guilty of violating 
this a e t” With this act behind him 
the superintendent could squelch the 
wholesale slaughterers of game in tile 
region of tho Yellowstone park, accord 
lug to The American Field. 
Captain 
Anderson, the superintendent, is urged 
to make an effort to enforce the law 
What would bo better yet would bi' the 
annexation of the Jackson’s Hole coun­ 
try to the Yellowstone park.

There are few Ste. Louisans who know 
that rat catching is an established busi­ 
ness in this city. And fewer know that 
considerable ingenuity enters into an 
adept practice of the craft. Venerable 
housewives recall how, a generation 
: ago, there were some queer character! 
who contracted to rid places of the ro­ 
dent pests by all manner of means, from 
ordinary legerdemain to the extraordi 
nary method of tho Pied Piper of Borne- 
Un. There were others, too, who hired 
out intelligent ferrets to exterminate 
rats. But the advance of civilization 
has had its effect on the science of rat 
catching, and even in that branch ai in 
dustry mechanics,I contrivances have 
supplanted manual work, 
O. P. Johnson is probably the leading 
rat catcher of St. Louis. His traps are 
not cheap trifles, and there are many 
persons who hire him to set the con 
trivances in their places, paying 5 cents 
for each of the little pests that is cap­ 
tured. The largest restaurants afford 
Johnson considerable work. 
But the 
hotels, which would naturally be ex 
pee ted to offer a favorable field for 
Johnson’s work, do not figure as among 
his good patrons, He says that the rat 
ous o 
and that the meddlesomeness of hostelry 
attaches prevents successful trap setting 
in hotels. One big down tow n establish 
merit was rid of 53 rats in one night, 
I 
Both Johnson and Henry Hein attend 
; to the former’s traps. They make daily 
rounds, setting the contrivances or dis­ 
posing of the captives, 
When a land- 
. lord wishes his place rid of rats, he in 
| forms Johnson of that portion of the 
house where the little animals do most 
of their foraging. 
For the Aret night or two the trap it 
set there in such a manner that the rats 
can nibble the bait and afterward es 
cape. On the day that Johnson finds all 
the cheese and crackers in the boxlike 
contrivance have been devoured during 
the night he attaches an auxiliary trap, 
into which the captive rats are to be 
forced out of the view cf prospective 
prisoners. Thus fully IOO rats can be 
caught in one trap in one night. 
Johnson says that he doesn’t contract 
to entirely rid a plaoe of rats. He thinks 
he * ‘knows as much about the business 
as any one else” and says that when 
the rodents have firmly established 
themselves in a house it is almost im 
possible to drive them oat A ferret, he 
says, might destroy the nest and the 
trap catch all the rats iu the house, bat 
if the locality is particularly favorable 
for rodent light neighboring pests are 
most likely to move into the place. 
“Times are changed,” said an old 
timer. “ I remember when a man had 
to work a sight harder than he does 
now before he’d get several pieces of sil­ 
ver for 24 hours* rat catching. In those 
days these newfangled traps weren’t 
known. 
“There used to be a fellow living 
down on the levee that knew more about 
rats than a jockey knows about race 
horn©. He had a partner, and both of 
them worked all kinds of schemes on tho 
little creature* Thera two men had ti 
way of spreading bait on a cellar floor 
aud then sneaking in on rubber boot* 
One of them carried a sack and a queer 
pair of tongs. The other had a bulls­ 
eye lantern with a sliding panel. 
“ They’d sit in the dark as quiet as a 
graveyard until the rats commenced 
fighting and quarreling or until they 
knew the place was full of the varmints. 
“Then the lantern would be turned 
on suddenly, and the rats, who are as 
afraid of light as I am of ghosts, would 
stand stock stilL The man with tho 
tongs—and he was quicker than greased 
lightning—would pick up the pests aud 
fire them into the sack before the little 
things knew what was up Sometimes 
they’d bag as many as 40 at a crack, 
but at other times the rats would be­ 
come accustomed to the light and scam­ 
per away before 20 of their comrades 
had beta nabbed.” 
But tho science of rat catching has 
fewer exponents than has the art of rat 
killing. Housekeepers are riot generally 
anxious to have the little animals about 
them, and hence they pay more attention 
to the ways of exorcising the pests than 
they do to means of capturing them. 
In addition to the time worn scheme 
of poisoned bait, there are a number of 
unique plans that are operated from 
time to time by landlords who have lest 
patience with tire domestic marauders. 
An ingenious individual some time ago 
devised a plan of painting a captive raj 
with a phosphorescent preparation and 
then turning it loose. The released rat 
would return to its nest, and there its 
effulgent coat would frighten the other 
rats out of all their instincts save that 
of fear. 
There would be a pellmell fight, and 
as rats go in droves the pain toil rodent 
would run in their midst, increasing 
their fright nod hastening their flight. 
Some one suggested that the little ani­ 
mals would either run themselves to 
death or continuo their chaum until 
dawn, when, in the sunlight, the phos­ 
phorus would lose its br illiance. Even 
in the latter event the little animala 
would have left their previous haunts. 
It is known that rats despise the odor 
of lu.;> ..tiSv. “era;, hcuaawircs, whee. 
bothered by the domestic pests, catch 
(Hie in a trap, and, after bathing it in 
turpentine, release it. This plan is said 
to have almost as efficacious an effect as 
tile phosphorescent paint 
There are some persons who claim 
that belling a rat will drive its com­ 
rades from their nest. As a usual thing, 
however, the bell becomes detached 
from the pest to which it was tied be­ 
fore the desired end is attained. But a 
strong wire is expected to circumvent 
such a contingency. —St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat.
